Grant Petition For 
Erection Of Two-Story 
Plant Addition 


Doelcam Machine Co. To Build With 
Stipulation Structure Shall Be Razed 
At Request Within Year After War 


The petition of the Doelcam 
Machine Company for permission 
to erect a two-story addition to 
its plant at 437 Cherry st., West 
Newton, was granted by the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen at their 
meet : ng on Monday night with 
the stipulation that the new 
structure shall be razed at the op- 
tion of the Board within a year 
after the war. 

The addition is to be 30 x 40 
feet n dimension, two stories high 
and will be constructed of con- 
crete blocks. It will be built in 
the rear of the present building 
occupied by the company, wh ch 
was formerly the West Newton 
telephone exchange. 

The claims and rules commit- 
tee held a hearing on the peti- 
tion during the recess. A repre- 
sentative of the petitioner told 
the committee that when permis- 
sion to use the building as a fac- 
tory was at first requested they 
had no idea that they would have 
to request this addition, but a 
dev ee which they are manufac- 
turing for the interests of mili- 
tary secrecy had proved to be so 
successful that they required the 
extra space for additional ma- 
chinery and shipping space. 

Chairman Henderson Inches in- 
quired if there were any persons 
Dresent who opposed the petition 
but none came forward. 

Alderman John Temperley was 
the only member of the Board of 
Aldermen who voted against the 
pet : tion saying that although the 
war is as close to him as to any- 
one else he felt that he would 
not be doing right by the city if 
he voted in favor of the petition. 

A recommendation of the Plan- 
ning Board that a building line 
he established on the southerly 
side of Beacon st., west of Wal- 
nut st.. was unopposed at a hear- 
ing held on the matter. The rec- 
ommendation is as follows:

A vote was taken to amend the 
traffic regulations by prohibiting 
narking on the south side of Cab- 
ot st.. Newtonvdle. between Wal- 
nut and Pulsifer sts. The com- 
mittee is also considering propo- 
sals to make Carleton st., New- 
ton, a one-way street going north- 
erly and easterly from Pearl st. 
to Centre st., and Brook st., New- 
ton, a one-way street going south- 
erly from Washington st. to Elm- 
wood st. 

The recommendation by May- 
or Paul M. Goddard that the 8 
ner cent bonus be pa'd to em- 
ployees of the city who have no 
Civil Service permanent rating 
hut are employed to all intents 
and purposes on a full time per- 
manent basis, was laid on the ta- 
ble by the Board. 

An appropration of $1,000 for 
temporary clerks in the City 
Clerk’s department and $100 for 
committee expenses were granted. 

The petitions of Arnold C. Bar- 
ker of 76 Hyde ave., Newton and 
of Charles A. Malley, 238 Com- 
monwealth ave., for renewal of 
auctioneer licenses were granted. 

An ordinance granting thewPub- 
1 c Welfare Department the right 
to maintain an emergency relief 


fund of $300 to be used where it 
is deemed necessary to give cash 
instead of orders to aid recipi- 
ents, was adopted by the Board. 

The Board of Aldermen at their 
meeting on Monday night de- 
creed that the old unoccupied 
dwelling at 31 Central ave., New- 
ton ville, must be demolished. 

An offer had been received at 
the preceding meeting from James 
A. Hart to buy the property from 
the city for $1,000 to $1500 with 
the understanding that he would 
repair and renovate the house to 
be used as a residence for him- 
self. 

A protest had been received by 
the Board from 31 residents of 
the neighborhood where the house 
is located contending that the 
house was in such a rundown con- 
dition that it could not be re 
paired. The board was informed 
that the building had been 
stripped of its plumbing which 
could not be replaced because of 
priorities.

Capt. Andres Is 
Awarded D. S. C. 


Cited For Heroism Near 
Salamaua, New Guinea 


Capt. Arthur E. Andres, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Eugen C. Andres of 
1590 Centre st., Newton Centre, 
has been awarded the Distinguish- 
ed Service Cross for extraordinary 
heroism as a flyer, according to 
an announcement made by the 
War Department last Thursday. 

The citation reads as follows: 

"For extraordinary heroism in 
action near Salamaua, New Gui- 
nea, on April 30, 1942. Immedi- 
ately upon arrival in the combat 
zone for the first time, the squad- 
ron of which Captain Andres was 
a member was directed to attack 
enemy-held bases at Lae and Sa- 
lamaua, New Guinea. Operating 
over unfamiliar terrain, in spite 
of inadequate maps, the mission 
approached the Lae airdrome 
from the sea, taking the enemy 
by surprise, and destroying or 
damaging 15 heavy bombers and 
several fighters. Proceeding to 
Salamaua, ground installations 
and personnel were machine- 
gunned and three seaplanes on 
the water were destroyed. When 
a superior number of enemy fight- 
ers attacked at low altitude, at 
least four of the enemy planes 
were shot down in the sustained 
combat which followed.” 

Capt. Andres is 24 years old. 
He is a graduate of the Newton 
High School and attended Middle- 
bury College for one year. He en- 
listed in the Army as a flying 
cadet in June, 1940, and was com- 
missioned a second lieutenant in 
June, 1941. 

His wife, the former Mary Fitz- 
Gerald, is residing with her par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. A. Grover Fitz- 
Gerald. 

Three brothers of Capt. Andres 
are serving in the armed forces: 
First Lt. Paul R., stationed at the 
Army Air Forces Navigators’ 
School at Monroe, La.; Lieut, (sg) 
Harold, U. S. Navy, stationed 
with the aviation board at St. 
Louis, Mo., and Cpl. Philip, at 
Fort Bragg.

The program proved a 
most pleasing one with the Weeks 
Orchestra providing several mu- 
sical selections under the direc- 
tion of Music Master Alvin Parker, 
followed by a beautiful solo by 
pretty Miss Suzanne Stetson, 
ninth grade student at Weeks, who 
sang “God Bless America.” 

Mr. Ray W. Blaisdell, principal 
of the Weeks Jr. High School, 
acted as toastmaster for the 
‘Teacher Talent” program. Wil- 
liam S. Goodhue demonstrated dif- 
ferent types of jazz music. Carl 
C. Peterson and Alfred A. Perrault 
showed some of their fine color 
pictures. Miss Edith G. Kelley 
and Miss Virginia C. Joyce dem- 
onstrated their lightness of foot 
in old-fashioned dances. Herbert 
B. Downs, with the assistance of 
Ralph O. Samuelson, entertained 
with an amusing Egyptian Mum- 
mie act, while as a final act Miss 
Alice R. Richardson, Miss Bettina 
King, Orazio J. Bianchi and Wil- 
liam S. Goodhue pleased everyone 
by their guitar and singing num- 
bers, ending with the melody of 
“Aloha.” 

The officers of the Weeks P. T. 
A., which included Henry S. C. 
Cummings, president; Miss Celia 
A. Russell, vice-president; Arthur 
W. Howard, treasurer; Mrs. Ken- 
neth S. Nugent, secretary, and 
Mrs. Neil Leonard, historian, pre- 
sented in behalf of the association 
a $375 war bond to the Weeks 
School to be held at least for the 
duration of the war and used even- 
tually in installing a public address 
system at the school or for visual 
aid equipment. The bond was re- 
ceived and acknowledged by Ray 
W. Blaisdell, principal. 

Mr. Tabor, chairman of the 
School Committee, addressed the 
association. In his remarks he 
told of the high regard teachers 
had for Newton schools in finding 
replacements for the 10 per cent 
changes necessitated by war serv- 
ice needs. Thus far they had been 
able to get very excellent substi- 
tutes. Teachers are permitted, he 
said, to improve their situation by 
taking graduate work and thus im- 
prove their usefulness in their 
teaching profession. 

Mr. Tabor told of three wrays 
the school system had originated 
to help meet the demands of w*ar. 
First, special courses have been 
created in the Trade School to aid 
students in acquiring mechanical 
and technical skill to fit them 
for defense work. The 16-week 
courses have already resulted in 
70 per cent of students getting 
placed in jobs before completing 
their trade courses. Second, to 
help boys and girls about to enter 
the armed services, extra courses 
after usual school hours have been 
offered for those interested in elec- 
tricity. radio and similar useful 
fields of knowledge. The army 


system requires that 63 out of ev- 
ery 100 draftees or volunteers have 
specialized skill, and these courses 
have already paid big dividends. 
Third, under what is* called a "co- 
operative system” students at the 
High School are permitted to enter 
a co-operative arrangement where- 
by they may study one week on 
regular high school subjects and 
on the alternate week attend class- 
es at the Trade School. 

Reports were read by Mrs. Ken- 
neth S. Nugent of Waban, giving 
the “high spots” of the year just 
concluded by the Weeks P. T. A. 
The report of the treasurer, Ar- 
thur W. Howard of Newton High- 
lands, showed the membership to- 
taled 553 and the investment of 
$277.50 in a war bond which ulti- 
mately will have a maturity value 
of $375. which was formally pre- 
sented to the school at this meet- 
ing. The nominating committee, 
composed of George A. Kuyper, 
Waban. chairman; Mrs. David W. 
Tibbott of Newton Centre and 
Miss Ellen G. McGrath, nominated 
the officers that had served this 
last year for another year, with 
the exception of Mrs. Nugent, who 
was replaced by Mrs. Worthing L.

Suffolk Downs 
Opens Monday 

Suffolk Downs will launch its 
ninth consecutive season of big- 
time horse racing with the open- 
ing, next Monday afternoon, of its 
60-day Spring and Summer meet- 
ing. And just as aging benefits 
tobacco and fine wines— so is the 
ninth year of East Boston sport 
promising the finest racing in the 
history of the seaside oval. 

Already the familiar clip-clop of 
hoofs of thoroughbreds converges 
on East Boston from the major 
racing centers of the land. The 
Majority of the silken-coated vis- 
itors are coming from Maryland, 
nearly 600 strong; to their num- 
ber will be added the many hun- 
dreds vanning over the road from 
Narragansett Park, and the com- 
parative few making the jaunt 
from the Middle West. This fresh 
racing blood will be a welcome 
infusion to jaded Yankee racing 
veins, together with the fine rid- 
ers who will accompany the ship- 
ments, many of them newcomers 
to the local picture. 

Demands for stabling space have 
once again far exceeded the sup- 
ply. In past seasons this same 
condition was a natural pheno- 
mena, followed in many cases by 
regretful cancellations. This year 
cancellations are as rare as white 
blackbirds, due in great part to 
the deflection of Delaware Park 
from the racing scene, as well as 
to a $1000 minimum purse and 
rich stake schedule on the Suf- 
folk Downs legenda.

Charles 
McLennan returns as racing sec- 
retary, Robert Frend as starter, 
while Edwin J. Brown is the only 
addition to the stewards’ stand. 
He will support Herman Conkling 
and William Almy in the super- 
vision of the day-by-day sport.

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Kiwanians Hear 
Talk On Nation’s 
Food Supply 

President James Riggs of the 
Newton Kiwanis Club has ap- 
pointed Mr. Samuel Johnson of 
the Newton Y. M. C. A. as a 
member of the Publicity Commit- 
tee 

He also appointed George White 
to draw up resolutions on the 
death of Tom Bums who was a 
charter member of the local club. 

Members of the local club have 
received an invitation from the 
Somerville Club to attend their 
annual^show in Somerville on the 
evening of May 7th. They have 
also been invited to attend the 
Pops Concert at Symphony Hall 
in Boston on May 20th. Many of 
the members of the local club are 
planning to attend both of these 
events. 

Secretary Bill Payne reported 
at the meeting last Tuesday on 
the Directors Meeting which was 
held Monday evening at the Log 
Cabin in Waltham. He advised 
that all club reports were sub- 
mitted and approved. Lt. Gov. 
Harold Hall attended the Direc- 
tors' Meeting and congratulated 
the local club on the work which 
they were doing. 

George VanBuskirk announced 
the sale of six additional bonds 
purchased by members of the 
Newton Club. 

Dr. A. B. Norley has been 
elected a member of the Board of 
Directors to replace Thomas 
Burns. 

Benjamin Louis. Chairman of 
the Program Committee, an- 
nounced that Mr. Philip N. Clerke, 
Lighting Specialist for the West- 
inghouse Company, will be the 
speaker next Tuesday. 

The following week Mr. Dudley 
Harmon. Executive Vice-Presi- 
dent of, the New England Council, 
will address the local club. 

The speaker at last Tuesday’s 
meeting was Mr. Harold Rotzel, 
i Executive Manager of the New 
England Fresh Egg Institute. Mr. 
Rotzel has had over twenty years’ 
practical experience in the raising 
of poultry. His talk was mainly 
on the importance of the food 
situation to this country and to 
'he world as a whole. History 
shows that populations have fol- 
lowed the food supply, and when 
the food supply becomes deficient, 
civilizations disappear. In 1800 
there were 850.000.000 people in 
the world. In 1900 the world’s 
population had increased to 1,- 
700.000.000. He referred to the 
fact that many people in this 
country are not paying sufficient 
attention to their food. This was 
shown by the fact that many 
draftees had been turned down 
because of weaknesses definitely 
traceabl? to their not having eat- 
en nourishing food. Mr. Rotzel 


lamented the fact that the farm- 
ers were not being treated fairly 
and were not able to properly 
plan for the future food supply. 

In regard to the black market 
in the poultry industry, he said 
that the black market in poultry 
is the blackest of our day. In 
most cities in New England it has 
taken poultry almost completely 
out of retail stores and the nor- 
mal channels of distribution. It 
affects more people than any oth- 
er black market since prohibi- 
tion days. Because of the wide- 
spread nature of this black mar- 
ket, failure to control it or blun- 
ders in the attempt to control it, 
the entire program of prices and 
inflation control may be seriously 
affected. 

With other meats limited in 
supply, hotels, restaurants and 
night clubs have invaded the 
country districts, determined to 
get poultry at any cost. Regular 
marketing agencies could not 
compete with black market prices, 
and consumers today cannot pur- 
chase poultry in market districts 
except at black market prices. 
The difficulties that confront the 
poultry industry today are as 
follows: (1) discrepancy between 
industrial and agricultural in- 
come: (2) no assurance of a rea- 
sonable profit. 

The poultry industry has co- 
operated in the war effort by tre- 
mendously increasing its produc- 
tion, but this cannot be continued 
under the present conditions. It is 
apparent that the Poultry Section 
of the Office of Price Administra- 
tion has failed to recognize the 
complexities of the poultry indus- 
try. It is not understood why the 
Office of Price Administration 
hs been unwilling to work with the 
industry in developing a regula- 
tion which would gain the volun- 
tary cooperation and support of 
the poultry industry. Because of 
the crucial situation that the 
poultry industry is now in. a sit- 
uation which affects not only the 
industry but the entire inflation 
control program, the poultry 
raisers of New England insist that 
the Office of Price Administration 
moot with responsible representa- 
tives of all branches of the in- 
dustry in all sections of the coun- 
try and work out regulations 
which will meet the situation in 
each area of the country. When 
this is done voluntary cooperation 
and support of the poultry indus- 
try will be had in eliminating 
the black market in poultry.

But 
it is doubtful if the roll call of 
mountebanks, numbskulls, ward- 
heelers and plain screwballs, has 
ever betrayed so nauseating an 
example of leg slative puerility 
as Rep. Rankin. 

Rankin has made a political 
jackass out of himself on numer- 
ous occasions but his most re- 
cent effusion, in support of h s 
newly acquired colleague, Col. 
Comrade Joseph Stalin of the So- 
viet State of Georgia, makes him 
out to be an even greater fool 
than most people had hitherto 
judged him to be. 

Ris'ng with all the fury of a 
Mississippi Mudcat about to swal- 
low a mouthful of debris, Rep. 
Rankin recently said: "A short 
time ago Stalin caught a couple 
of these troublemakers named 
Ehrl.ch and Alter, tried and con- 
victed them of treason and ex- 
ecuted both of them. I see a 
certain element of Communistic 
press now ringing with denuncia- 
tion of Russia’s action in the mat- 
ter!” 

Of course, it wasn’t the Com- 
munistic press which denounced 
Communist Stalin at all!

Fortunate- 
ly for the American people, how- 
ever, these sad examples of elec- 
toral irresponsib lity will always 
manage, if given the opportunity, 
to talk themselves into oblivion. 
Or failing that, into ineffectuality. 

In sp te of the backward Rep. 
John E. Rankin, of the backward 
State of Mississippi, America 
need not despair!

Roosevelt vs. Lewis 

Up until Sunday evening, May 
2, at about 9:40, there appeared 
to be some little question as to 
whether President Roosevelt or 
the impossible John L. Lewis was 
running the United States. At that 
point Lewis went through the mo- 
tions of giving in before the sweep 
of outraged public opinion. Just 
where we stand as of today is not 
entirely clear in my mind. Lewis 
is still yelling for the $2.00 addi- 
tional per day and he still re- 
fuses to deal with the War Labor 
Board, despite the President’s 
continued insistence that the WLB 
will have the final determination 
of any official settlement of the 
coal strike. Frankly, I fail to see 
how very much has been accom- 
plished so far. The miners are 
working, TEMPORARILY, and 
that is all. My guess is that there 
will be an eventual compromise, 
prior to the expiration of the 
fifteen-day truce, and that Lewis 
will wind up with just as much, 
if not more power than he had 
before. If that proves to be the 
case, we might as well admit that 
Lewis still has his country by the 
throat and that the only thing 
which has been gained has been 
Lewis’s gracious consent to a con- 
tinuance of production essential 
to the war effort. 

Now, some people may possibly 
question Bill Cunningham’s dras- 
tic suggestion that Lewis should 
be gathered in by the FBI and 
put in the cooler for treason if he 
continues his recent tactics. How- 
ever, the mere fact that Cunning- 
ham made that crack, in bold- 
faced type, should make us all sit 
up and think. It does no good to 
go back to 1936 and say that Mr. 
Roosevelt himself is the original 
cause of all this confusion. Obvi- 
ously, if he had not persistently 
coddled Lewis and let him get 
away with almost anything he 
wanted, we would not be in our 
present predicament. We would 
not be obliged to hear about the 
Axis propaganda to the effect that 
there are now four dictators run- 
ning the world, Hitler, Mussolini, 
Hirohito, John L. Lewis. Doesn’t 
that bum you up? The point 
now is that the public has a right, 
yes, a solemn obligation to insist 
that this issue be settled once and 
for all. Let’s fight this internal 
battle here* and now. Let’s decide 
who is the boss. It is either Mr. 
Roosevelt or John L. Lewis. It 
cannot be one man one day and 
the other man the next day. I’m 
for Mr. Roosevelt 100 per cent to- 
day, to-morrow and every day that 
he continues to occupy the White 
House. He is my President, your 
President and, incidentally, Mr. 
Lewis’s President, tho’ Mr. Lewis 
appears to forget that fact. Let’s 
come to grips with this issue 
NOW. Let Congress enact a law 
which will absolutely forbid the 
deliberate stoppage of work by 
any labor leader, any business ex- 
ecutive or anybody else who pos- 
sesses the power to stop war pro- 
duction while this country is at 
war. Write your Congressman and 
tell him that. 


Our Political Graveyard 

I do not mean to be unkind, 
but it is a well-known fact that 
the State Senate has frequently 
been termed a graveyard for a 
lot of excellent bills. Meritorious 
bills will pass safely through the 
House and then get killed, some- 
times quietly, sometimes noisily, 
in the distinguished upper branch. 
I understand, of course, that the 
House occasionally plays a mean 
trick on the Senate and passes 
along some bill that the House 
does not have enough courage to 
kill. At other times, the House 
will pass a bill, in order to get 
in right with the general public, 
knowing full well that the Senate 
will turn the situation upside 
down and defeat the bill. Maybe 
the Senate has been hoping to do 
just that with the bill repealing 
that cheap racket called Beano, 
one of the rottenest forms of graft 
which has ever existed. Almost 
any intelligent man or woman 
KNOWS that. The Beano boys, 
however, die hard. They have, 
without question, been doing 
everything in their power to make 
the Senate "do the right thing” 
by their private racket. Much as 
I hate to say it, it appears that 
they may have had a little tem- 
porary success; otherwise, how 
does it happen that the Senate has 
been stalling along for at least 
two weeks before coming to grips 
with the issue. Day before yes- 
terday the Senate finally advanced 
the repealer to a third reading by 
a vote of 19 to 16. Pretty close 
vote. Not too creditable, is it? 

Now, just study the line-up a 
moment. Voting FOR repeal of 
Beano were, among others, our 
Newton Senator, Benjamin J. 
Bowen and the Brookline Senator, 
Richard S. Bowers, Austin Peck- 
ham of Wellesley, Edward Rowe 
of Cambridge and Richard I. Fur- 
bush of Waltham. All but the 
Brookline man are new Senators 
this year. Arthur W. Coolidge of 
Reading, orte of the soundest men 
in the entire body, also voted for 
repeal. Three of the nineteen 
votes were cast by Democrats: 
Flanagan of Lawrence, a new 
man; Goldman of Boston, also a 
new man and Grant of Fall River, 
who impressed me so favorably 
at the time of the Coakley im- 
peachment triul of 1941. 

Turn, now, to the opposition. 
Nine of the sixteen votes in favor 
of the continuance of Beano were 
cast by Republicans, as follows: 
Ralph V. Clumpit of Springfield, 
Chairman of the Committee on 
Military Affairs and Public Safety; 
i Joseph F. Francis of Fairhaven, 
G.O.P. floor-leader in the Senate; 


Cornelius F. Haley of Rowley, J. 
Frank Hughes of Danvers, a new 
man; Donald A. MacDonald of 
West Springfield, Charles G. Miles 
of Brockton, Donald W. Nicholson 
of Waroham, Charles W. Olson of 
Ashland, a former Police Chief, 
and Everett W. Stone of Auburn, 
another new man. Of these nine 
men, the Francis and the Clampit 
vote especially disturb me. Next 
to President Jarvis Hunt in im- 
portance is Francis of Fairhaven. 
There seem to be only two ways 
to account for Francis’s stand; 
first, the G. O. P. high-command 
may have been indifferent to the 
bill to repeal Beano; second, Sena- 
tor Francis may have been under 
terrific pressure from his constitu- 
ents to vote FOR Beano. I cer- 
tainly hope that the latter is 
true. However, it is mighty dis- 
couraging to have a strong man 
like Francis "go sour” on a bill 
such as this. 

Watch this bill. It hasn’t been 
passed yet. Maybe it never will be. 
If that prospect does not please my 
readers, it is their privilege to get 
busy and exert a little pressure 
of their own. I would consider 
THAT legitimate pressure.

Americans who have lived in 
Japan tell us that Japanese civ- 
ilians are mostly law-respecting 
people, not guilty of the excesses 
committed by the Nipponese mil- 
itary cliques. But the legal mur- 
der of prisoners of war cannot be 
charged to the military alone. Ten 
days after the U. S. had sent to 
Tokio one of the most devastat- 
ing indictments ever delivered to 
any government in time of war 
or peace, a Domei news broad- 
caster asserted that the execution 
was a deliberate policy designed 
to frighten away future Ameri- 
can raiders. If such is the "pol- 
icy” of the Japanese Government,

Behind-the-scenes activity, 
especially in Junker and indus- 
trialist circles, having as its ob- 
jective the scuttling of European 
peace, was set in motion the 
moment Germany’s battered and 
beaten armies returned home. 

Having used criminal deceit as 
a national policy, with self-bank- 
ruptcy. artificial deflation and de- 
fault as manifestations of that 
policy, and having made Germans 
,f (-very class party to the crime, 
it would be surprising if United 
Nations’ peace makers were to 
treat future German professions 
of faith as other than so many 
adroit efforts to again hamstring 
the world. 

It will take at least two gen- 
rations of education in political 
morality, as practiced by the de- 
mocracies, before Germans can 
with reasonable safety once again 
be accepted at their word.

Washington — According to the 
Board of Economic Warfare, the 
Nazis, up to the end of 1941, loot' 
ed occupied Europe of no less 
than $36,000,000,000, and are now 
looting at the rate of ten billions 
of dollars a year. A dispatch dated 
April 15, from the Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Hague newspa- 
per, Het Vaderland, reports that a 
hundred and fifty pictures by 
Dutch and Flemish masters were 
auctioned in the German capital 
during the month of February. 
They included works by Tenier, 
Breighel, Nicolass Maes, Ferdi- 
nand Bol, Wouwerman and Van 
Mieris. Most of the paintings 
came from private collections 
and were bought for "private col- 
lections." 

These masterpieces were "pur- 
chased” and paid for in marks 
through the Netherlands Bank. 
Thus the Netherlands State actu- 
ally paid for them from funds as 
sessed by the Germans for vari 
ous costs of occupation, or taken 
is forced loans. 

Museums, too, have been com- 
pelled to “lend" many valuable 
pointings as decorations for the 
offices of various German officials 
The Franz Hals Museum in Haar- 
lem was obliged to put a number 
of pictures on "loan" in German 
offices established in the Cafe 
Brinkman and the Hotel De Hout 
in that city. 

Not only have the Germans 
seized everything they could move 
but they have likewise seized ev- 
erything they could not move by 
simply taking title to the prop- 
erty. 

But even that is only part of 
the tale. Some 300,000,000 Eu- 
ropeans are today either com- 
pelled to slave for their Nazi mas- 
ters or starve. And even those 
who work are often near starva- 
tion. A Dutch journalist lately 
escaped from Occupied Holland 
revealed that prices of the neces- 
sities of life in his country have 
risen so high that only the well- 
to-do "collaborationists” can af- 
ford to obtain adequate food. He 
tells us that he had paid as much 
as 25 gudders (almost $14) for 
50 English cigarettes or 50 guild- 
ers (about $27) for a pound of 
real tobacco. He had been asked 
to pay 300 guilders (about $150) 
for a bicycle tire, five guilders 
(almost $3) for a toothbrush and 
three guilders (over $1.50) for a 
small piece of soap. 

The cheapest women’s dresses 
n Holland now sell for $54. A 
special permit, plus a sizable num- 
ber of ration coupons, are required 
to purchase even these. A sim- 
ple black dress in an Amsterdam 
window was priced at $170; the 
pr'ce of a Persian lamb coat was 
listed at $658. and a very simple 
scarf was priced at $5.

Despite reports of considerable 
cleavage among the French ele- 
ments in North Africa, trustwor- 
thy observers report that only a 
very small percentage of the pop- 
ulation remains out-and-out col- 
laborationists, and that a union 
of Giraud and DeGaulle would 
have strong and favorable reper- 
cussions. 

The Axis, however, has not 
given up hope of being able to 
cause the All’es some trouble 
with the Moslem world. Hitler’s 
radio performers, including the ex- 
iled Grand Mufti of Jerusalem 
and Ali el Gailain, former Prem- 
ier of Iraq are still heard in broad- 
casts from Paris and Stuggart — 
and listened to with a great deal 
of interest by the Arab popula- 
t ; on. 

The broadcasts try to set (he 
Arab against the Jew and the in- 
vading Christians. Of late they 
have harped on the threat of Bol- 
shevism. Axis propagandists, 
however, have avoided attacking 
President Roosevelt whose popu- 
larity is considerable with all 
groups, especially since his visit to 
Casablanca. But in the opinion 
of competent observers, the Allies 
are not nearly sufficiently playing 
up th's advantage or any other 
angle that could be capitalized. 

Victory in Tunisia will only be 
half won unless our propaganda 
department, highly Informed and 
>n full possession of all facts, en- 
deavors to approach the matter of 
winning the Moslem world to our 
side in a direct and efficient man- 
ner. Thus far only two propa- 
ganda items have succeeded. The 
first was the distribut ; on of a 
pamphlet called "Adolf and the 
Ass, Benito." This, it is said, was 
enjoyed by most Moslems who, 
respecting force, have little re- 
gard for Ital’ans. The second was 
the launching of a Moslem paral- 
lel for the "V for Victory" cam- 
paign in Allied countries. 

"We in Germany," said Goebbels 
some time ago, "have raised pro- 
paganda to an art unknown here- 
tofore." That statement was 
proven in more than one instance 
during the days of Nazi triumph. 
Lately Goebbels succeeded in driv- 
ing a wedge into the United Na- 
t-ons by precipitating a break be- 
tween Russia and Poland — a re- 
markable achievement in view of 
the fact that both these countr'es 
have been victims of his propa- 
ganda before. That he was able 
to score a victory on that front at 
this late date is both a testimony 
and a warning to the Allies to be 
eternally on guard aga : nst it. 

But a seasoned old newspaper- 
man like Elmer Davis should be 
able to give Axis propagandists 
aces and spades in forming public 
opin ; on. Or are we to believe that 
the art of publicity in which we’re 
supposed to excel, is now a Nazi 
monopoly!

Report Progress 
In Camp Work 

The Newton Y. M. C. A. reports 
progress in the preparation of its 
summer camp, Camp Frank A.

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Report Shows $662,000 
Cut In City Debt 

City Treasurer C. C. Colby Presents 
Clear and Concise Statement Covering 
All Phases of City’s Financial Set-up 


Police Sergeants 
Now At Maximum 


Mayor Paul M. Goddard and 
Chief of Police Michael T. 
Hughes have ruled that the num- 
ber of sergeants in the Newton 
Police force is now at the maxi- 
mum permitted by the city ordi- 
nance. Therefore, the vacancy 
caused by the death of the late 
Sergt. Daniel J. Cleary is not to 
be filled. 

The ten sergeants now serving 
in the department are: Richard L. 
Bannon. Patrick J. King, and 
Philip Purcell, of the Inspector’s 
Office; Thomas J. Burke of the 
Traffic Bureau, and the following 
street sergeants: Thomas F. Lee- 
han. Bernard A. Meehan. Andrew 
E. Moran, John H. Sheridan. 
Michael J. Sullivan. Charles E. 
Walker and Bartlett Cullen. 


In an attractive volume con- 
taining a complete picture of the 
city’s finances in a form which 
may be easily understood by the 
layman, Clarence C. Colby, city 
treasurer and collector, yesterday 
issued his first annual report. 

The cover features a photo- 
graph of City Hall and in the 
booklet is a full-page photo of 
Francis Newhall, Colby’s prede- 
cessor, who retired on Feb. 9, 
1942. 

The statistics are presented in 
easily readable form and much of 
the data is illustrated by graphs 
to make the facts stand out more 
clearly. 

Debt Reduction 

After giving a detailed state- 
ment of receipts and expenditures 
and the balance sheet, the report 
reveals under the heading “Re- 
tirement of Funded I>ebt,” that 
$662,000 in bonds were paid off 
last year, reducing the debt from 
$5,539,000 to $4,877,000. 

The bonds retired during the 
year were: School, $176,000; Sew- 
er, $139,000; Street improvement, 
$111,000; Water, $80,000; School, 
Fire Alarm Headquarters and 
Fire Station, $21,000; City Hall, 
$33,000; Emergency Storm Dam- 
age, $20,000; County Sanatori- 
um, $20,000; County Sanatorium 
Addit : ons, $6,000; Municipal Re- 
lief, $15,000; Incinerator, $13,000 
Soldiers, Sailors and Marines Me- 
morial $10,000; Police Station 
Building, $6,000; Crafts Street Ga- 
rage Addition, $5,000; Land, City 
Hall Site, $4,000; Public Library, 
Newtonville, $3,000. 

Graphs Show Trend 

On the two succeeding pages 
are graphs, one showing the fund- 
ed debt “by purposes,” and the 
other “by years.” The greatest 
part of the debt is due to sewer 
extensions, and the next in size 
: s “school building loans.” Next 
come water works development, 
traffic ways, fire alarm headquar- 
ters, city hall building, county 
sanatorium, soldiers, sailors, etc., 
memorial; public welfare, police 
headquarters, publ : c library. New 
tonville; County Sanatorium ad 
dition, incinerator building, city 
hail land, hurricane damage, and 
city garage. 

The graph “by years” shows 
that the entire debt will be paid 
off by 1970 unless more bonds are 
issued in the meantime. 

Tax Titles Analyzed 

The subject of tax titles held 
by the c'ty is set forth in com- 
plete fashion, so that the reader 
can tell at a glance the location 
of the parcels as to wards and 
precincts, the number of parcels 
in each ward and precinct, the 
amount of property acquired by 
foreclosure, and the location of 
the property acquired by fore- 
closure. 

The amount of property fore- 
closed in 1942 was $7,313.68. At 
the end of the year the property 
held totaled $55,081.19 in value. 

The total amount of tax titles 
held by the city at the end of the 
year was $161,453.72, compared 
with $177,122.87 at the opening of 
the year. 

In an analysis of deferred and 


uncollected accounts, the treas- 
urer revealed that the following 
sums were outstanding at the end 
of 1942: Sewer and betterments, 
$297,140.24; Taxes, 1942, $528,- 
276.56; Taxes prior to 1942, $1,- 
789.36; Tax Titles, $161,453.72; 
Foreclosed Property, $55,081.19; 
Water Liens, $13,231.86, and De- 
partmental Bills, $73,521.31. 

Tax Collection 

In the statement of collection 
of real estate tax assessments and 
liens, the amount remaining at 
the end of the year was $521,- 
603.64 for the current year, and 
the amount for 1941 was $163.40. 

The collection of personal tax 
for the year was $433,117.40, be- 
sides $6,482 in abatements. The 
poll tax collection was $39,764, 
and the abatements totaled $5,018. 
The uncollected balance due on 
personal taxes was $19,586.60, and 
on poll tax $1,542. 

The collection of bills due on 
1941 taxes was so complete last 
year that the balance due at the 
end of 1942 was only $160.86 for 
real estate, $609.85 for personal 
property, and $84 for poll taxes. 

The report also contained de- 
tailed figures concerning city 
trust funds. 

Table of Contents 

For the convenience of the 
reader, a table of contents was in- 
cluded in the report. The follow- 
ing letter to the mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen from Mr. Col- 
by was incorporated in the report. 

“I am submitting to you here- 
with my first annual report. You 
will find therein not only state- 
ments of condition at the end of 
the year, but also information in- 
dicating what has happened dur- 
ing the period. 

"I have attempted to present 
the facts in a manner usable and 
eas ly understood and to estab- 
lish a method by means of which 
the comparison with succeeding 
reports might be made more en- 
lightening. 

"The report is divided into 
three parts and a table of contents 
is inserted to make it more read- 
able.

Grant Petition 
To Change Land 

The Newton Board of Aider- 
men at their meeting on Mon- 
day evening voted to grant the 
petition of the Purity Ice Company 
to change the land which was the 
site of the old ice house on Crys- 
tal Lake, to the general residence 
zone, after City Solicitor Bartlett 
ruled that the change would not 
be "spot zoning.” 

Alderman Henderson Inches, 
chairman of the claims and rules 
committee, read the city Solici- 
tor’s ruling, and declared that the 
company had petitioned for this 
change in zoning for the benefit of 
the community and that the New- 
ton Centre and Newton Highlands 
Improvement Associations were 
both in favor of it. 

This land located between Nor- 
wood ave. and Crystal Lake and 
bounded by Norwood ave., Centre 
st., land of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, Crystal Lake and land 
now or formerly of E. Louise 
Berke, has been the subject of 
considerable controversy over a 
period of years. 

The board also voted to make 
Sumner st., Newton Centre, a 
one-way street from Willow st. to 
Beacon st., and to effect the fol- 
lowing changes which had been 
recommended by the police traf- 
fic bureau: 

Amendment to traffic regula- 
tions making Lyman st. a one- 
way street, from Centre st. to 
Sumner st. This will necessitate 
changing the direction of the ar- 
rows on Lyman st., as that street 
is now one-way in the other di- 
rection. 

Amendment permitting restrict- 
ed parking on both sides of Sum- 
ner st„ between Willow and Bea- 
con sts. 

Amendment authorizing “Stop” 
signs on Everett st. and on Ly- 
man st., at Sumner st. 

The board voted to make Carle- 
ton st., Ward 7 a one-way street 
from Pearl st. to Centre st. On 
a proposal to make Brook st., 
Ward 7, a one-way street from 
Washington st. to Elmwood st. 
the board voted "no” after Chair- 
man George A. Bacon of the traf- 
fic committee reported that the 
committee recommended no ac- 
tion. 

The following appropriations 
were made by the Board; 

$750 for a temporary clerk for 
the Street Department; $100 for 
the expenses of Chef John L. 
Kpating of the Fire Department 
to attend a convention to be held 
outside the state; $500 for the pur- 
chase of a new refrigerator unit 
for the ice box at the City In- 
firmary; $35 of the income from 
the Davenport Trust Fund for the 
care of the Davenport lot in the 
Winchester Street cemetery; $600 
for clerical assistance for the 
Treasury Department. Patrol- 
man Richard Bagley was reim- 
bursed to the extent of $5 for an 
injury to one of his feet caused 
by the fall of a heavy iron ob- 
ject in the Ma ; n library when he 
went inside the building to inspect 
it after finding the door unlocked. 
Patrolman William Walsh was 
granted $10 for an injury received 
when a police car rolled over one 
of his feet. 

Payment of $1,320.72 by the 
City Clerk’s Department to John 
Miskella out of the Workmen’s 
Compensation account was au- 
thorized, also the payment to him 
of $20 a week from May 3 for 
an indefinte period. This settle.- 
ment was ordered by the State in- 
dustrial accident Board after Mis- 
kella, an employee of the street 
department, who was injured in a 
fall while working on snow re- 
moval, had appealed from a deci- 
sion of City officials denying his 
claim for Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion. 

The board also authorized the 
sale of a trailer to Frank Gener- 
azz o for $350. 

Vice-President Joseph B. Jami- 
eson presided in the absence of 
President Charles B. Floyd.

Mrs. Ella L. Harrington of 570 
Centre st., Newton, has received 
word from the War Department 
that her son, Lt. Donald W. Har- 
rington 26, an Army Flier, has 
been reported as missing in action 
following the discovery of his 
wrecked plane in the Southwest 
Pacific. 

Lt. Harrington was born in 
Newton and was graduated from 
the Newton High School. He en- 
listed in the Army Air Forces as 
a cadet in April, 1942, received 
his wings and was commissioned 
a lieutenant in January of this 
year. In February he was mar- 
ried to Miss Clare Costello of 
Franklin, Mass., while stationed 
at Long Beach, Calif., where they 
made their home until he was as- 
signed to duty overseas about 
three weeks ago.

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The Newtonville Library 
Past, Present and Future

Foreword Til 

The following article consists 
of historical facts and opinions. 
The facts are either taken from 
my own personal knowledge or 
from material secured for me by 
Miss Frost of the main Newton 
library and by Miss Peters of the 
Newtonville Branch Library. The 
opinions are personal and in no 
way attempt to reflect those of 
others.

W'ere it possible for mortals to 
know ultimate truth, and could 
we revert in our thinking to the 
days of ancient mythology, it 
might be discovered that the re- 
cently dedicated Newtonville pub- 
lic library building graces Wal- 
nut st. as a result of the inter- 
vention of the gods. This brief 
story will show how the Fates 
may have despaired of proper 
housing ever being provided for 
library service to this community 
of 12,000 souls, and have thrown 
the problem into the lap of the 
gods who dealt kindly with the 
people. 

Going back over the records for 
more than a hundred years, there 
is nothing to indicate that the 
people of Newtonville have not 
been as appreciative of good lit 
erature as have the residents of 
the other villages of Newton, but 
the community seems to have 
lacked the initiative, vision and 
leadership, until recent times, for 
the promotion of the cultural in- 
terests of the village in any per- 
sistent and effective organized 
way. As far back as 1826, New- 
ton Centre had its Adelphian li- 
brary, Newton its Book Club, 
started in 1848 and its Library 
.Association organized in 1856, and 
there was a library in West New- 
ton Parish as early as 1798. In 
contrast, we learrt nothlrtg about 
library work in Newtonville utv 
til 1886 when the newly incor 

S rated Newton Free Library es- 
biished a book distributing 
agency there. 

'TTim’' Shannon, who retired a 
library chauffeur in 1938, started 
delivering books with a livery out- 
fit to village agencies and direct 
to homes in 1889. Tim says that 
in those days teachers were pro- 
vided with covered baskets in 
which they carried the books back 
and forth between their schools 
and the agencies. The Newton- 
ville agency was held by Albert 
H. Sisson’s drug store and coal 
office, located at the present site 
of the Christian Science Reading 
Room on Walnut st. Nearly all 
the adult circulation in those 
days was by request from the 
published catalogues. The local 
book distribution was handled by 
Sisson’s agency, where the books 
were stored under the counter. In 
establishing new village libraries 
the Newton board of library trus- 
tees adhered to the policy of 
opening no new branches unless 
the local community manifested 
sufficient interest in the project to 
raise $1000 for providing the nec- 
essary equipment and for meet- 
ing other initial expenses. In 
1902. $250 was raised among the 
people of Newtonville toward the 
amount necessary. There the 
matter rested for four years, when 
the Newtonville Improvement 
Association appointed a special 
committee to raise the balance re- 
quired to complete the fund. This 
committee solicited subscriptions 
from the people of the communi 
ty and the remaining $750 was 


secured and the Newtonville 
Branch Library was opened in 
the second story of the Masonic 
Building October first, 1906. 

The Library occupied those sec- 
ond story rooms until 1925, when 
it was moved to the first floor 
level of the same building on Wal- 
nut st. It occupied those unat- 
tractive but very accessible rooms 
until 1936, when it was crowded 
out by business and was moved to 
the second story Orr Hall. Here 
the floor space and lighting were 
excellent, but the long stair climb 
served as a constant reminder 
that library housing would never 
be right until a special building 
was provided. 

In spite of .ail handicaps and 
delayed community support, with 
the exception of the three Orr 
Hall years, Newtonville has led 
all other branch libraries of the 
city in circulation since the start 
of the local agency in 1886. With- 
in a brief period after this date 
the circulation had risen to over 
11,000 a year, near which volume 
it stabilized until the local branch 
was opened twenty years later. 
In 1906, the first year of branch 
operation, localized service was 
justified by an increase in circula- 
tion to 23,360. The last year of 
second-story location, the circula- 
tion had climbed to 54,891. The 
year of moving to the street level, 
it was 61,684, and reached an all- 
time high in 1934 of 104,586. Fol- 
lowing this peak, when people be- 
gan to find jobs again, it dropped 
somewhat and the moderate de- 
cline was continued when the li- 
brary was moved to its second- 
story quarters. It is interest- 
ing to know that November, 1939, 
the first full month the library 
occupied its own building, circula- 
tion jumped 2,700 ahead of the 
previous November to a total of 
10.449 and Newtonville again be- 
came the busiest branch in the 
city. 

The above skeleton of library 
circulation, covering fifty-three 
years of Newtonville experience, 
oems to show two things conclu- 
ively; accessibility had been a 
'ominant factor in determining 
library circulation and that New- 
tonville people are above the av- 
erage consumers of good litera- 
ture. * 

Space does not permit an ade- 
quate statement of appreciation of 
the part the Newtonville librari- 
ans have played in this phenom- 
enal development during the past 
thirty-three years. The women 
who have successively held this 
position of community importance 
and responsibility have not been 
mere clerks whose chief business 
has been to record laboriously 
minute statistical records ac- 
curately. They have been con- 
scientious readers and students’ 
assistants and teachers of good lit- 
erature. They have made the 
Newtonville Library a friendly 
place for all to go for books, re- 
gardless of whether it was located 
in a vacant store or in a second- 
story hall. 

Miss Carrie L. Williams was ap- 
pointed the first branch librarian 
in 1906. Mildred Chase followed 
her in 1910 and Maud Thompson 
took charge in 1917. Miss Alex- 
ina Burgess became librarian in 
1920 and served until the present 
librarian,. Miss Dorothy C. Pe- 
ters, took charge in 1925. Miss 
Burges is now chief librarian at 
Suffield, Connecticut. 

The Newtonville library was 
not wholly without organized 
community attention until 1936, as 


already indicated. When the 
rooms were moved to the first 
floor of the Masonic Building, the 
Newtonville Improvement Asso- 
ciation made an appropriation to 
cover the cost of the lighting 
fixtures and the Newtonville 
Woman’s Club donated the dic- 
tionary stand. An even more im- 
portant indication of growing in- 
terest was an abortive attempt by 
the Improvement Association to 
start a campaign for a communi- 
ty building for Newtonville which, 
in addition to housing the library, 
wotild have provided a large au- 
ditorium and other community 
rooms. This movement, started 
soon after World War I, was soon 
abandoned because of lack of 
promised financial support. 

Going back again to the dawn 
of the century, the Newtonville 
library was the sixth branch es- 
tablished in the city, those at 
West Newton, Auburnd&le, New- 
ton Centre, Upper Falls and Non- 
antum having preceded it in the 
order named. In 1936 when the 
movement was started which 
finally succeeded in bringing ubout 
the erection of the new building, 
citizens of the village had come to 
realize that a paradoxical situation 
existed. Four other good braneh 
library buildings had already been 
erected in the city by private 
funds; West Newton Library, 
built in 1925; Newton Centre and 
Auburndale buildings, erected in 
1927, and the Waban Library 
built in 1930. In the face of all 
its handicaps, Newtonville had 
been leading the branches of the 
city in the amount of service ren- 
dered to the respective communi- 
ties. 

At this time of improving busi- 
ness conditions the Newtonville 
Improvement Association con- 
cluded that the time had arrived 
for action. It was decided to pro- 
mote a new agency to carry out 
the project. The organization was 
formed and incorporated as the 
Newtonville Library Association 
with George Whitfield Taylor as 
president, Margaret McGill as 
vice-president, Mrs. Ernest P. 
Railsback as secretary and Adam 
Haug as treasurer. A campaign 
committee was then formed un- 
der the chairmanship of Albert 
M. Lyons, whose membership list 
reads like a "Who’s Who” of 
Newtonville.

Hewett To Head 
Metropolitan 
Division Drive 


Merritt A. Hewett, master at 
Milton Academy and vice-chair- 
man of the Milton Committee on 
Public Safety, has been named by 
General Chairman Joseph T. 


Walker, Jr., to head the Metropol- 
itan Division, including Newton in 
the next Greater Boston United 
War Fund Campaign. 

In anticipation of the early cam- 
paign which has been set for the 
pre-Thanksgiving period begin- 
ning November 8, Mr. Hewett has 
already taken over his volunteer 
duties at Fund headquarters, 261 
Franklin st., Boston. 

The Greater Boston United War 
Fund will be affiliated with the 
National War Fund now being or- 
ganized by the President’s War 
Relief Control Board to include 
every community in the country. 
This national fund with a nation- 
wide campaign planned for the 
fall is an outgrowth of the first 
United War Fund formed in Great- 
er Boston within a week after the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. 

The change from the January- 
February period of former years 
has been decided upon, Mr. Hew- 
ett explained, in order to give in- 
creased co-operation by spacing 
the three great national wartime 
campaigns— the Red Cross, the 
war bond drives and the National 
War Fund. 

The coming November campaign 
throughout Greater Boston will 
include such accredited wartime 
appeals as the USO, United Na- 
tions Relief and War Prisoners 
Aid, together with the all-time 
needs of 235 health and social ser- 
vice agencies in the Greater Bos- 
ton Community Fund, of which 
the Newton Community Chest, 
Inc., is a member.

Beano Banned 

Thousands of words could be 
written anent the Beano debacle 
in this state. Right now, how- 
ever, it will suffice to point out a 
few of the major features of the 
campaign which both sides con- 
ducted. 

As I view the situation, the op- 
ponents of Beano stressed chiefly 
the admitted fact that racketeers 
had definitely taken over the gam- 
bling game in a great many cities 
and towns. Emphasis was placed 
on the crass nerve of the Beano 
gang in moving in on Malden and 
calmly trying to buy up the local 
government. That was pretty raw, 
to put it mildly. Malden, in case 
you have forgotten, is where for- 
! mer Governor Alvan T. Fuller 
comes from. It is also part of 
Middlesex County, where the Dis- 
trict Attorney is none other than 
Robert F. Bradford, a potential 
future Governor of Massachusetts. 
Most fair-minded persons were 
| willing to concede that in many 
■ instances the promoters of Beano j 
i ran off with the lion’s share of 
! the profits and condescended to 
give only a paltry sum to the char- 
ities which were supposed to be 
the chief beneficiaries. One of 
the hitches in the elimination of 
this rotten racket was the unwil- 
lingness of many fraternal orga- 
nizations, Legion posts and church- 
es to assist in abolishing the game. 
The reason was obvious. These 
organizations all benefited from 
the playing of the game and were 
enabled to pick up some easy 
money to defray their legitimate 
cost of operation. Hence, they 
chose to wink at some of the evils 
of Beano and to praise the con- 
duct of the game in their par- 
ticular neighborhood. As a mat- 
ter of fact, I am willing to admit 
that in SOME instances, but NOT 
a great Tnany, Beano may have 
been conducted fairly decently. In 
the main, however, it is a demor- 
alizing pastime, taking up a vast 
amount of time which might well 
be devoted to the prosecution of 
the war or to the improvement of 
the average community. Also, it 
unquestionably resulted in hard- 
j ship for countless families which 
could ill afford the luxury of daily 
or even weekly gambling. 

Turn, now, to the rather strange 
behavior of our law-making bod- 
ies on Beacon Hill. It took the 
Senate some two weeks extra to 
get up enough courage to tackle 
the Beano problem, following the 
action of the House in passing the 
repeal bil. That was bad enough, 
but that wasn’t all. The Repub-

Dudley Harmon Is 
Kiwanian Speaker 

Mr. Dudley Harmon, Executive 
Vice-President of the New Eng- 
land Council, spoke to Newton Ki- 
wanians last Tuesday on "New 
England, Its Present and Its Fu- 
ture." He outlined the fine record 
which New England was making 
as a whole in the war effort. He 
said that New England with 2 per 
cent of the area of the United 
States and 6.4 per cent of its 
population, was contributing great- 
er than its proportionate share to 
the war production effort. Up to 
January, 1943, New England was 
undertaking to supply 10.9 per cent 
of all war contracts, 15.6 per cent 
of all shipbuilding contracts and 
8.6 per cent of all aircraft pro- 
duction. He emphasized the spe- 
cial assistance that New England 
was able to render our Govern- 
ment in promptly getting started 
on war production. This was due 
to the various industrial plants 
located in New England and to 
the ready supply of skilled men. 
He said that we had a right as 
New Englanders to be proud of 
the people of New England and 
of the industrial leaders of New 
England, particularly in view of 
the fact that we in New England 
had almost completely financed 
this war production whereas in 
other sections of the country the 
major part of war production had 
so far been financed by the Gov- 
ernment. 

In spite of this grand record, a 
record which was practically lead- 
ing the country, Mr. Harmon said 
that New England must be pre- 
pared to accomplish even greater 
things. In December, 1942, New 
England had 461,000 men in the 
armed services. By December, 
1943 this must be increased to 

760.000 men. In December, 1942, 

1.268.000 individuals were engaged 
in war industry. By December, 
1943 our increasingly important 
war industries would require 1 ,- 

471.000 people. In addition, New 
England farmers who must pro- 
duce increased quantities of food 
will have to have an additional 239 
workers. Mr. Harmon stressed the 
fuel supply situation of both coal 
and oil as being serious and as 
being problems that must require 
constant attention. A complete 
cut-off of the fuel supply would 
stop or handicap war production. 
Mr. Harmon said that he hoped 
for improved conditions by stating 
that it was a high type of patriot- 
ism to attempt to conserve food 
and essential material to the limit, 
and that those individuals who 
waste any of these articles were 
actually Hitler’s little helpers. Mr. 
Harmon said that he sometimes 

; felt discouraged because of the 
! fact that many people did not 
! seem to be conscious of the im- 
! portance of winning this war and 
1 did not realize that it could have 
been lost. He was particularly 
contemptuous of those people who 
evade regulations set up by our 
Government to conserve material 
needed for war industries and 
then sometimes bragged about 
how smart they were in evading 
these regulations. 

Looking forward to the future, 
Mr. Harmon said that he felt that 
; New England at the present time 
; was one of the leading sections of 
the country in winning the war 
and that as time went on we would 
plan more and more for the fu- 
ture when the war had finally 
been won by the United Nations. 
He spoke of the fine work along 
this line being done by the Na- 
tional Committee for Economic 
Development in America. He said 
that this Committee, a non-profit 
organization, was actively trying 
to interest the nation’s leading 
businessmen in planning the de- 
velopment of this country after 
the war. He emphasized the dan- 
ger of any taxing situation or gov- 
ernmental regimentation which 
would kill individual initiative or 
free enterprise. Individual initia- 
tive and free enterprise have built 
America. They have been respons- 
ible for the fact that America to- 
day is producing by far the largest 
share of material necessary to win 
the war against the Axis. With- 
out the material benefits of Amer- 
ican initiative and free enterprise, 
there is little doubt that the Axis 
would win this war. It is just as 
important, Mr. Harmon said, when 
the war is over to continue build- 
ing free and unhindered the Amer- 
ica which will take a leading place 
in the world of tomorrow. 

President James Riggs called 
attention to the Pop concert of the 
Kiwanis Fifth Division which will 
be held at Symphony Hall in Bos- 
ton on the evening of May 20th. A 
number of Newton members with 
the families are planning to at- 
tend. 

Secretary Bill Payne read the 
following resolution submitted by 
George White on the death of Tom 
Bums who was a charter member 
of the Newton Kiwanis Club.

“RESOLVED, That as members 
of this Club, and as his associates 
for many years, we record this 
expression of profound sorrow at 
the death of our fellow charter 
member, Thomus H. Burns, on 
April 24, last. 

“Tom was always himself, hum- 
ble and patient. His was a genu- 
ine, sincere, sympathetic and kind- 
ly nature. His interest was in his 
fellow man, not himself. He wus 
possessed of a keen mind, and in 
his chosen work of life he showed 
and wus recognized for his excep- 
tional ability. 

“His high sense of honor com- 
manded the respect of all those 
who hud contuct with him, and 
the memory of his cheerful, lov- 
able qualities und sterling char- 
acter will ^e an abiding inspira- 
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tion to all who enjoyed his friend- 
ship. 

"Resolved That we extend to his 
family our heartfelt sympathy in 
their bereavement, that these 
resolutions be spread upon the 
minutes of . this meeting, and a 
copy thcreolf be sent to his fam- 
ily.”

Important jobs for part-time 
uniformed duty on harbor picket 
patrol, beach patrol, and other 
types of port security work in the 
Auxiliary of the U. S. Coast 
Guard, the country’s second line 
of defense, are now available it 
was announced today by Lieuten- 
ant R. P. Collins, Director of the 
Coast Guard Auxiliary in the First 
Naval District. 

In a recent Auxiliary dinner 
Vice Admiral Waesche, Comman- 
dant of the Coast Guard, and Cap- 
tain Chester H. Jones, Director of 
Auxiliary, both told more than 
900 New England Auxiliaries of 
the vital part played by these 
civilians in their Coast Guard 
work and strongly emphasized the 
fact that they will be releasing 
hundreds of able-bodied regular 
Coast Guardsmen from their beach 
patrol and port security work for 
overseas combat duty. 

Men who are able to give 12 
hours each week for this vital 
work will be sworn in as tempor- 
ary members of the Coast Guard 
Reserve and will be furnished 
uniforms. Duty periods may be 
served 12 hours at a time, or, in 
certain instances, depending upon 
local conditions, they may be 
broken up into shorter periods. 
Men will be expected to give their 
time as best fits the local Auxil- 
iary program. For this reason 
men cannot be used who are avail- 
able only on weekends. 

The types of duty to be covered 
by these part-time men vary in 
accordance with the local needs. 
The general classifications pre 
beach patrol, shore patrol, and in 
some instances work on local pa- 
trol boats.

A urological unit has been in- 
stalled equipped with a hydraulic 
type cystoscopic table for high 
speed radiograph of the kidneys 
and bladder. 

For the proper viewing and 
diagnosis of X-ray films, a separ- 
ate Interpretation Room has been 
arranged, with fluorescent view 
boxes where the radiologist can 
carefully examine the films while 
dictating his findings.

Postal Numerals 
Now In Use Here 


The popular acceptance of the 
Numeral System by postal pa- 
trons in the Boston Postal District 
has been ev denced by the hundreds 
of calls received at the various 
Stations and Branches of the Bos- 
ton Postal District for assigned 
numerals, both for residences and 
for local stores. More than 600 
calls were received at the Nu- 
meral System Headquarters estab- 
lished in Room 407 of the Fed- 
eral Building, Boston 9, during the 
first day of operation of this Nu- 
meral System. These calls came 
from heavy mailers including De- 
partment Stores, Banks, Insurance 
Companies, Hotels, etc. 

Postmaster Patrick J. Gjnnelly 
mdde it clear to all patrons that, 
with the constant turnover of pos- 
tal employes made necessary by 
the induction of thousands of 
trained postal men into the arm- 
ed forces, it has been essential 
to utilize the services of men with 
little or no previous postoffice ex- 
perience. The complicated distri- 
bution of mail matter could not 
quickly, safely and accurately be 
performed by these inexperienced 
employees in the manner which 
the public have learned to expect. 
Faced with conditions as are now 
thrust upon the postoffice, con- 
tinued Postmaster Connelly, as 
with every other large enterprise, 
it has become necessary to place 
in operation a system that can be 
quickly learned by new postal 
personnel. We have in the Boston 
Postal District many thousands 
of streets, avenues and other local 
designations. In many instances 
the name of a given street may 
be found duplicated in as many as 
ten of the 25 cities and towns of 
the Boston Postal District. Even 
in the Boston downtown area we 
have many duplications of streets, 
It can be easily understood how 
inexperienced clerks handling the 
greatest volume of mail in history, 
to a large extent, might missend 
a letter to the wrong office. The 
use of the proper numeral would 
completely overcome such a pos- 
sibility since the correct delivery 
office would be recognized by the 
number affixed after the name of 
city or town. 

Postmaster Connelly urged all 
patrons who have already received 
their number to include it on all 
correspondence of printed matter 
entered in the mails as part of 
their return address and to notify 
all correspondents so that future 
mail will contain this number in 
the address. He particularly in- 
vited the business establishments 
to ascertain their assigned office 
numeral. Residents in the outlying 
districts may consult with their 
local postal officials. Concerns in 
the downtown area may secure 
their proper postal numeral by 
calling LIB 5600— Ext. 42.

“El” Service Is 
Cut 20 Percent 


Conforming with a directive 
from the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation in Washington, the Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway, effective 
last Tuesday morning, reduced 
service on all its bus lines, accord- 
ing to announcement from Edward 
Dana, president and general man- 
ager of the railway. The reduction 
in bus service amounts to about 
45,000 bus miles weekly, or 20 
per cent of the total bus miles 
operated by the "El”. 

Mr. Dana said that the reduc- 
tion in bus service in accord- 
ance with plans prepared weeks 
ago at the direction of the Office 
of Defense Transportation is ef- 
fected in the only practical way 
possible, by readjusting the present 
schedules and dropping out bus 
trips on those schedules. 

Mr. Daria stated that in work- 
ing out the reduction, the railway 
tried to reduce the service where 
it will result in the least incon- 
venience to the riders. "No bus 
line will be wholly discontinued, 
he said. "Where a section is serv- 
ed in part by bus line and in part 
by street car lines the larger re- 
ductions in bus service will be ef 
fected. As much bus service will 
be operated as is possible in those 
sections which are wholly depen- 
dent on bus transportation. 

Mr. Dana urged all riders who 
could to use rail lines in prefer- 
ence to car lines where and when- 
ever possible. "The curtailment of 
bus service which becomes neces- 
sary by order of a Governmental 
authority will result in a measure 
of overcrowding in buses which we 
regret. The utmost co-operation 
will be necessary on the part of 
the riders in order to facilitate 
the operation of the system under 
present trying conditions. When- 
ever necessary, we urge riders not 
to overcrowd buses but to wait 
for a less crowded one. Allow a 
little more time for your bus trip.” 

The curtailed service will result 
in a reduction of 45,000 miles of 
bus service weekly. Translated in- 
to* gallons of gasoline, the reduc- 
tion in service will save approxi- 
mately 15,000 gallons of gasoline 
weekly. Bus mileage operated in 
April averaged about 225,000 miles 
weekly. The "El” owns 596 buses.

What utensil is necessary for 
canning ? A 1943 model canner 
is ANY utensil that is deep enough 
to cover the jars with one inch of 
water and which will not melt or 
leak over a fire. A rack for the 
bottom may be made of anything 
tht will keep the jars from full 
contact with the bottom of the 
utensil. A cover for the utensil 
is not absolutely essential, but it 
docs help to conserve on fuel. 

Learn to recognize Poison Ivy by 
its compound leaf of three leaf- 
flets, its greenish white bloom 
LATE in the Spring and its waxy 
white berries in the Fall. The 
smoke from burning Poison Ivy 
will carry the poison and may 
cause serious injury. 

Have a first aid kit handy. 
Thorns and brambles may cause 
minor wounds which sometimes 
lead to infections if an antiseptic 
is not used immediately. Watch 
for pieces of glass, tin, rusty nails, 
etc., in the soil which you are 
handling.

Past. Present and Future 

(Continued from Last Week)

The selection of the best build- 
ing site available was the next 
step and an exceedingly important 
one. After a thorough canvass of 
all possibilities, the old Newton 
Club lot was decided upon and an 
option on the land was secured. 
The Library Association selected 
this location because of its con- 
venience to the Newton High 
School and to the entire commun 
ity; because many hoped that it 
would limit for all time the fur- 
ther encroachment of business in- 
to the residential district on Wal- 
nut st.. and, finally, because an 
attractive library building at this 
spot would make a fine addition 
to the civic centre of the village. 

The land was then owned by a 
man who had purchased it as a 
business speculation. After con- 
siderable negotiation, the owner 
agreed to sell for what he had 
paid, plus accumulated interest 
and taxes, which in all amounted 
to about 836,000. The campaign 
was immediately launched to 
raise $40,000 and the Newtonville 
Improvement Association pledged 
the first $500. 

Quite correctly, the Library As- 
sociation simply played the part 
of sponsor and business agent 
and made the campaign a general 
community affair, independent of 
its own limited membership and 
that of the Improvement Asso- 
ciation. It is safe to say that 
no army of canvassers ever took 
the field in Newtonville with bet- 
ter spirit than did those two hun- 
dred odd workers who went out 
that day in June, 1936, to raise 
that $40,000. At the close of the 
day, however, when the reports 
were in, pledges for only $16,000 
had been secured. 

A post mortem on that cam- 
paign at this date would be worse 
than useless, except to point out 
three facts wh ch show that the 
partial failure of the campaign in 
no way reflects on the generos ty 
of the people of the community. 

The most important reason for 
the partial failure, undoubtedly, 
was the time of year, late June. 
Many families of means had al- 
ready left for their summer 
homes. A lesser factor, but none 
the less important, was lack of 
understand ng as to why the Li- 
brary Association had chosen 
such an expensive lot. The ex- 
cellent and attractive publicity 
material distributed fa led to con 
vince many who should have been 
substantial givers to the fund. The 
third fact which exonerates the 
c. mmunity is that thirty thousand 
dollars was finally raised. 

Following the partially success- 
ful drive to finance the purchase 
of the 1 brary lot, George Whit- 
field Taylor, president of the New- 
tonville Library Association, and 
Fred Alexander, campaign chair- 
man, discont nued organized ef- 
fort to complete the fund, but con- 
tinued personally the attempt to 
raise the money. By the summer of 
1938 they brought the sum availa- 
ble for the lot purchase to $30,000 
and the property was turned over 
to the c ty. 

Had the seeming "intervention 
of the gods” not guided affairs at 
this stage, the library lot for 
many years to come m ght still 
have been used as a clandestine 
parking space. Up to this time 
the city had never assumed re- 
sponsibility for the erection of 
branch library bu ldings. As soon 
as the Library Association had 
carried its money-ra sing efforts 
as far as it could, a special com- 
m ttee of the Association ap- 
proached the Mayor and urged 
him to use his official influence 
to bring about the erection of the 
library building by the city, as- 
sisted by a federal grant. They 
strongly predicated their plea 
on the ground that a well- 
equipped library erected on this 
s ; te would become a valuable ad- 
junct to the high school for ref- 
erence work. Be it to the ever- 
lasting credit of Mayor Ned Childs 
that he had the vision and ap- 
preciation of the importance of li- 
brary work to break precedent 
and make the recommendation 
which carried with the Board of 
Aldermen and with the Public 
Works Admin stration. 

Another crisis immediately de 
velopcd which should reflect high 
credit upon the goddess Hera 
The acceptance of the project by 
the PWA depended upon plans be- 
ing presented in time for work to 
be started in the full under an 
appropriation then available. This 
left no time for the usual com- 
I>etition of archi tects plans, but 
by good fortune the problem 
worked out all right. As soon as 
city librarian Julius Lucht had 
become convinced that the New- 
tonville library building would be 
erected with the approval of the 
Bourd of Library Trustees, he 
hud selected E. Donald Robb of 
Newtonville as an architect and 
had prepared preliminary plan; 
These plans were uccepted by the 
city and by the PWA and con- 
tracts were let in record time 
Officers of the Library Associa- 
tion and certain other citizens of 
Newtonville were allowed to see 
the plans.

In its "A. L. A. Bulletin” of 
March, 1938, the Amer can Li- 
brary Association published the 
story of how the building was 
secured as an encouragement to 
other communities struggling with 
the problem of better 1 brary 
housing. A finely illustrated arti- 
cle by Julius Lucht, city librari- 
an, published in the April 1940 
number of the Library Journal 
gave an excellent description of 
the Newtonville L brary and 
its furn shings. Newtonille is 
now on the map to the 15,000 li- 
brarians and library trustees of 
the country. 

As soon as the building lot was 
turned over to the city and the 
execution of the building became 
assured, the Newtonville Library 
Association closed its books and 
as an organization took no part 
in the public exercises at the lay- 
ing of the cornerstone nor at the 
ded calory exercises. There is no 
ind cation that the Association will 
ever reorganize as a "friends of 
the library” society, as the Amer- 
ican Library Association would 
like to see it do, as it refused even 
a hearing on such a proposal. 

As stated above and in other 
ways, the new building has en 
abled the 1 brary to greatly 
broaden and increase its service 
to the community. Under the 
management of Miss Peters, the 
librarian, there has been a con- 
tinuous series of painting exhib- 
its by local urtists and of hobby 
and educational exhibits by local 
collectors. The Newtonville Gar- 
den Club has developed an attrac- 
tive display of annuuls and peren- 
n'als back of the building on 
Highland ave., which is already a 
delight to the eye.

New se- 
cret arms industries, disguised as 
baby carriage and similar type of 
factories, will be developed. A 
new economy attuned to be the 
next war will be evolved. And 
finally a new date — "der tag” — 
will be set. 

The plans, in true German de- 
ceit, are unquestionably being 
worked out now. 

There is a remote possibility, 
of course, that the Germans may 
actually succeed in putting it over 
on the democracies again. But if 
Churchill, Roosevelt, Stalin and 
Chiang Kai-shek are on hand o 
write the peace terms, the odds 
are all against it.

PRECISELY AT THIS SPLIT 
SECOND there are little coteries 
of German Junkers meeting in the 
Reich concerning themselves with 
the pressing problem of how to 
outwit the victors in the event 
that total defeat, in the African 
manner, comes crashing down 
upon Germany’s head. 

Such conferences, attended by 
the military aristocrats, the large 
land-owners and the industrial- 
ists, took place just prior to the 
end of the last war.

Cocoanut Grove Disaster 

Maybe I’m wrong, but it seems 
to me that the public should be 
reminded about Cocoanut Grove 
again and again. Too little ap- 
pears in the Boston papers. When 
there is some development of im- 
portance, it is frequently tucked 
away on an inside page. Why? 
Isn’t it vastly more important 
than the fact that dear Rita Hay- 
worth is swapping husbands in 
typical Hollywood fashion and al- 
lowing the brilliant but tiresome 
Orson Welles to carry on where 
Victor Mature left off? I think so. 

Well, I checked up the other 
day. It bothered me to note that 
a (lock of bills dealing with the 
Cocoanut Grove situation were 
still kicking around the Legisla- 
ture, UNREPORTED. Many of 
t hem had been officially heard way 
back last January; others were 
heard in February. And yet, the 
Legislative Bulletin, published at 
frequent intervals during the 
legislative sessions, indicated that 
final action had NOT YET been 
taken. That was on May 10. A 
phone call to one of our members 
of the House revealed the fact 
that all these bills were so com- 
plicated and far-reaching that the 
members of the committees in 
charge were working practically 
night and day and were going 
into the sessions of the Legisla- 
ture only to answer important 
roll-calls. That made me feel a 
little better, but I still cannot 
understand why a decision cannot 
be reached more promptly on such 
a problem as the abolition of re- 
volving-doors in places of public 
entertainment. When it comes to 
the question of a wholesale revi- 
sion of all of Boston’s building 
laws or Boston’s fire-inspection 
laws, it is obvious to any fair- 
minded person that satisfactory 
decisions cannot be made with 
undue speed. 

That’s all on this topic right 
now, but I promise my readers 
that I will try to keep this vital 
matter in the foreground until 
such time as final decisions have 
been reached by our august Legis- 
lature. 

Robert T. Bushnell 

I cannot help wondering if 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York, 
present Governor and former Dis- 
trict Attorney, was beset by the 
same tremendous obstacles and 
tribulations as our own fighting 
Attorney General, Robert T. Bush- 
nell. Right here, let me ask some 
of Bushnell’s critics — and they 
are, unfortunately, many — how 
they would like it if his office had 
been filled during the past two 
and a half years by some typical- 
ly timid, mediocre lawyer whose 
chief ambition seemed to be to 
dodge all important issues, play 
safe on everything and spend the 
bulk of his time fixing up his 
own political fences? Perhaps you 
have forgotten even the names of 
the men who have held this high 
and vitally-important office during 
the past seventeen years. Here 
they are. Arthur K. Reading, who 
resigned under fire; Joseph E. 
Warner, whose chief specialty was 
flag-waving speeches and Paul A. 
Dever, who devoted much of his 
time to embarrassing a Republican 
Governor and working at cross- 
purposes with him. Can any of my 
readers name a single outstanding 
achievement of any of these gen- 
tlemen ? 

Now consider Bushnell for a 
moment. He is on his toes every 
day and every hour of each day. 
He goes out to Texas and salvages 
a huge sum of money for the 
Commonwealth. In these days, 
that means a lot. Bushnell gets 
Coakley impeached; a terrific job 
and a dangerous one. Incidentally, 
he kept his head throughout, thus 
confusing his ardent critics. Then 
he jumped into the Cocoanut 
Grove mess and got action, despite 
obstacles placed in his path with 
disgusting frequency, sometimes 
by people who should have been 
ashamed of themselves for giving 
aid and comfort to the Attorney 
General’s enemies. Most of these 
enemies, incidentally, are a dis- 
tinct credit to Bushnell. On top 
of that, he got after the whole 
racketeering situation in Metro- 
politan Boston and dared to strike 
as high up as the powerful Police 
Commissioner. Name me a single 
Attorney General, apart from the 
late J. Weston Allen, who would 
have had the intestinal fortitude 
to do that. No, you can’t do it. 

In order that my readers may 
not accuse me of blind prejudice, 
let me say that I am fully aware 
of many of Bushnell’s faults. All 
men of his type, who fear neither 
man nor devil, invariably have 
weak spots in their armor. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, for example, had 
any number of faults. Some of 
them were quite important and 
led to justifiable criticism by 
friend and foe alike. But is it not 
true that a tremendous percentage 
of Americans thank God that such 
a man lived fjnd served as our 
President? I'll gamble right now 
that Massachusetts will accord 
Bob Bushnell a substantial place 
in its political Hall of Fame long 
after he has passed away. His 
impetuous manner and conduct, 
his occasional lack of sound judg- 
ment and his refusal to "Play the 
game" according to normal politi- 
cal routine or to say "Hush-Hush” 
when some of the big-shots want 
to cover up a nasty scandal, all 
these things will fall into their 
proper perspective as time 
marches on. 

Finally, take the charge that 
Bushnell is simply playing politics 
and trying to advance himself to 
the Governor’s chair. How silly. 
Would he dare to cross swords 
with one of 'the most popular 


Governors this state has ever had 
if he were just playing politics? 
How could such action possibly 
help him ? No. If he were playing 
politics he would bo very soft- 
spoken nnd conservative in all his 
dealings with Governor Salton- 
stall. The Governor is far more 
powerful than Robert T. Bushnell. 
Of course, he is a gentleman and 
a sportsman and there is no dan- 
ger than he would dynamite Bush- 
nell’s legitimate ambitions. How- 
ever, the Governor has many pow- 
erful friends who would not hesi- 
tate a minute to "give Bushnell 
the business”. As a matter of fact, 
it occurs to me that that is pre- 
cisely what may have been going 
on during the past few months. 

I realize that this is a rather 
delicate subject and that my 
words may be misconstrued. How- 
ever, some of these things require 
saying, and there do not seem to 
be a multitude of writers who care 
to risk their journalistic necks.

Washington — Reports from 
Moscow say that the Russians feel 
confident that the United Nations 
success in Tunisia will lead to the 
opening of a second front in Eu- 
rope this summer. Competent ob- 
servers over here point out that 
the establishment of a successful 
second front on the Continent de- 
pends on the Russians themselves. 
If the Reds are able to hold the 
3,000,000 Nazi troops— which ru- 
mors from inside Germany claim 
Hitler has amassed for a new drive 
in Russia — they will have made 
the best possible contribution to 
the opening of the new front. But 
if, on the other hand, the Ger- 
mans were to achieve a deadlock 
in Russia and thereby liberate a 
considerable part of their forces 
on the Eastern front, the pros- 
pects of a strong drive on Europe 
by the Allies would be greatly les- 
sened. 

Joseph Stalin, noted for his cool 
realism, must be fully aware of 
this situation. The Russians know 
how to handle the Germans in 
winter and if they can make good 
this summer — and it seems proba- 
ble that they will— we will have 
the way opened for a real second 
front this year.

In the sustained tragedy of a 
world war, a bit of comic opera 
injected from time to time is re- 
galed by most people. In the past 
weeks, the doings of the bombastic 
John (Kaplan) Monroe in his big 
red house on R st. have handed 
old newspapermen here the best 
laughs of the year.

That 
old gag is a variation of the Texas 
oil well promoter’s stunt of get- 
ting a sucker to buy stock by hav- 
ing a confederate phone in an of- 
fer to “buy up” the entire issue. 

Stephenson, who was top man 
of the Ku Klux Klan in Indiana 
twenty years ago, used another 
version of the gold brick game to 
impress visitors. He would call a 
secretary and order him: "Get 
me the White House on the 
phone.” Then he’d raise "cain” 
with the President, telling him 
what he, Stephenson, wanted to be 
done on matters of national im- 
portance. Needless to add that 
the entire conversation was car- 
ried on a house phone, with a 
stooge at the other end of the 
wire.

In sketching a five point paral- 
lel between Democracy and the 
spirit of Rotary, Dr. Wilson stat- 
ed: “Both are based on the indi- 
vidual. Both are based on equality 
of privilege and responsibility. 
Both are based on the conception 
that each individual is entitled to 
his opinion and his occupation 
without infringement on others or 
by others. Each reflects equality of 
race, color and creed. Both best 
thrive upon four principles, ac- 
quaintance, ethics, ideals and un- 
derstanding,” and in concluding 
said that the objects of Rotary 
and the Golden Rule are the same. 

Dr. Frank R. Clark, chairman 
of the Boys’ work committee, an- 
nounced that the club’s scholar- 
ship had been unanimously award- 
ed to William Kell, Jr. of Auburn- 
dale who will continue his educa- 
tion in naval architecture at Mass- 
achusetts Institute of Technology. 


Kiwanis Activities 


Members of the Newton Kiwanis 
Club last Tuesday noon were In- 
troduced to the “Seventh Column” 
as presented by Mr. George Pot- 
ter, Assistant Vice President and 
Claims Manager of the Liberty 
Mutual Insurance Company. Mr. 
Potter was introduced by Mr. Ben 
Louis, Chairman of the Program 
Committee, and he in turn pro- 
ceeded to introduce Mr. William 
Pollman, who showed some slide 
pictures accompanied by sound re- 
cording, which showed the devas- 
tating effects of the "Seventh 
Column” in America. The pictures 
emphasized the fact that man 
and his machines have conquered 
nature but in the process man 
has created a Frankenstein which 
threatens to destroy him. Life in 
the old days was described as 
simple, whereas today with mod- 
em machines, it is both compli- 
cated and dangerous. 

The “Seventh Column” is ac- 
tually common carelessness which 
results in accidents at home, in 
automobiles, and in fires which 
kill and injure thousands each 
year. He* said that accidents have 
increased to the point where they 
can no longer be laughed off and 
ignored. Four hundred and eighty 
million man days of work are lost 
each year through accidents and 
it might be that the tanks and 
planes that could be built with 
the man power lost through acci- 
dents might well be responsible 
for a turning point in the war. 
Mr. Potter also said that our com- 
plete defense in the army could be 
manned by the number of men 
killed last year by accidents and 
that twenty-five more divisions 
could be manned by those injured.

In speaking of fire losses, the loss 
for last year was equivalent in 
this country to thirty-one com- 
plete burnings of the city of New- 
ton. 

He spoke of the Fifth Column 
saboteurs, Sixth Column rumor 
spreaders and the “Seventh 
Column" carelessness. A new fire 
starts every forty-six seconds in 
America and an industrial worker 
is killed every forty-five minutes. 
Compared with the death and ac- 
cident rates in Japan and Ger- 
many the United States ranks 
very high. 

In 1942 the Newton Fire De- 
partment responded to 1158 calls. 
1941 showed in America 178,000 
accidents; in 1942 it jumped to 
211,000. Last year 3,333,000 man 
days or 111 man years were lost 
in Massachusetts through acci- 
dents. Women workers, “green" 
help, and increased speed will 
tend to raise the accident rate. 
Mr. Potter made a plea to the 
Kiwanis to help smash the “Sev- 
enth Column.” After his presenta- 
tion safety publicity kits were 
distributed to the club members. 

Next Tuesday Mr. Clarence 
Mease, General Secretary of the 
Newton Y.M.C.A., will speak to the 
club on “Our World Today and 
Tomorrow.”
